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Preserving Fruit. 

There are two methods for preserv- 
ing fruit; in one the fruit is cooked 
in cans, in the other it is boiled in 
the syrup. The first method means 
slower work, but you thus retain the 
flavor of the fruit—also the fresh, de- 
licious odor which vanishes when 
fruit is boiled. 

Before proceeding with either me- 
thod see to the fruit cans. A careful 
housewife washes them during the 
year as they are emptied, covers them 
and puts them away on a shelf to be 
in readiness for the preserving sea- 
son. Even then they required steril- 
izing before being used, for the bace- 
teria floating everywhere in the at- 
mosphere require only the slightest 
chance for lodgment to begin fermen- 
tation. 

Still, with ordinary care it is quite 
ensy to have fruit keep, even if you 
live in a hot southern climate. You 
have simply to be sure that the can 
is perfectly clean and that it is air- 
tight. To make it so, put each ean in 
a wash-boiler of cold water, dissolv- 
ing in it a little borax if you notice 
dirt or a crust on the cans or their 
lids. To keep the eans from erack- 
ing, cover the bottom of the boiler 
with a framework or anything which 
keeps the glass from the intense heat 
of the fire. Let the water come slow. 
ly to a boil, then continue at the boil- 
ing point for tea minutes, Set the 
boiler back on the stove, cover it, 
and allow the cans to stand in the hot 
water until they are needed. Rinse 
them with fresh boiling water, and 
they are then ready to fill.

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Shocks the Sensibilities of National 
Vigilance Association. 


When the boardings were recently 
removed from the sculptures on che 
new British Medical Association build- 
ing, the Strand and Agar street, pass- 
ersby gasped and immediately report- 
ed the matter to W. A. Coote, secre- 
tary of the Nation Vigilance Associa- 
tion. He took a look at the offending 
nude statues and informed the police, 
who at once ordered canvas screens 
to be put up until the responsible 
heads of the Medical Association could 
be communicated with. 

“In no other city in Europe,” de- 
elared the secretary of the N. V. A., 
“are figures in sculpture of the na- 
ture shown on the building in the 
Strand thrust upon the public gaze. 
If photographs of the statues were 
sold in the public streets or exposed 
for sale in any shop, proceedings 
would at once be taken. We intend, 
unless the offending figures are re- 
moved, to take action and see whe- 
ther or not the law is strong enough 
|to deal with such a display.” 
|. Said Guy Elliston, secretary of the 
British Medical Asaociation: “I can- 
not see anything objectionable in the 
statuary. Nude figures in themselves 
constitute no harm. If they were on 
the ground level, and could be muti- 
lated by ribald people it would be 
different. But they are fifty feet from 
the ground. When a police officer 
came to me concerning one of the 
figures on the Strand side, I went to 
see it. I failed to notice anythiag 
wrong, suggestive, or indecent.”

sons who complain. There is noth- 
ing objectionable in the nude. The 
indecency is in the minds of the peo- 
fie who are looking at the figures.

Falee Peak of Tenerife and Illusiene 
in the Dardanelles. 

The peak of Tenerife is known among 
deep sea sailors as the “false peak.” | 
Owing to some peculiarity of the at: | 
mosphere it is always seen by mirage 
in exactly the opposite direction from 
which it lies, and only the fact that all 
captains know that the mirage appears 
long before the true penk is visibie 
through the most powerful glass pre 
vents many a ship from sailing many 
niles out of her course. It is hard for 
Q greenhorn to believe that the majes- 
tic purple mountain. towering astern or | 
on the port beam appurently only « 
Short distance off is in reality miles 
away in exactly the opposite direction | 
and the seemingly solid enrth at which 
he is gazing is omy n retiection on the 
clear mirror of the air. Many weird 
tales are told of shipwrecked men who 
have steered for the false peak in the 
expectation of finding lund and have 
perished of hunger and thirst while 
pursuing the phantom mountain. 

Sometines the passengers aud crew 
of a vessel on the lookvut for the false 
peak see a much rarer and more beau- 
tiful mirage, that of a ship in the sky. 
It usually appears about 10 o'clock ia 
the morning, about ten degrees above 
the horizon and under full sail, every 
delicate spar and tapering mast clearly 
visible ngainst the bine ether and even 
the play of light aud shadow in the 
bellying canvas plainly discernible to 
the naked eye. It generally remains in | 
sight half an hour or more before 
gracefully fading away. The oldest | 
mariner can never remember having | 
seen the mirage of a steamer In that 
latitude, but always that of a full rig. | 
ged ship, and this peculiar fact has | 
given birth to many romantic legends | 
about the ship in the sky, all connect: | 
ing it in some way with the false peak, | 

The vicinity of the Dardanelles is 
the real home of mirnges, and it is sel- 
dom that any vessel sails along bel 
Syrian coast without seeing one or | 
more. Oddly enough, the mirages of | 
the Dardanelles are always the reflec- 
tions of objects that can be seen with 
the naked eye and are invariably dis- 
torted in grotesque and fantastic cart- 


certcinly startling to see a steamer 
bearing down with her masts where 
her water line and should be and the 
water line where the tops of the masts 
and funnel ought to show, while her 
decks are in the right place, thus add- 
ing to her uncanny appearance, but 
this is a frequent sight near the Dar- 
danelles. There is one peculiar feature 
of the mirages which hover near the 
false peak—the real objects of which 
they are reflections nre so far away 
that very often they are never sighted 
until long ufter the reflection has van- 
ished, and sometimes not at all.

posts in the south west. 

In east Tennessee much difficulty 
was experienced by reason of the rough 
roads, and there were frequent mis- 
haps, mostly from the wagons over: 
turning. 

Dr. Buck overhauled the outfit, and, 
abandoning the wagon bodies, long: 
boards were set directly on the axics 
or hung below, and the stores were 
loaded in such a manner that there 
were no further delays from breake- 
downs, and the stores safely reached. 
their destinations. In special emer- 
gency, too, the load could be shifted 
or taken off in a hurry, 

The idea was probably not new, but 
Dr. Buck’s example was followed, 
especially when roads were rough, and 
soon much hauling was done by the. 
use of wheels, axles and boards only. 

Now we have the buckboard, both in. 
carriage and automobile forms, con- 
forming closely to the original idea, 
though few suspect the svurce of it.

WATERLOO. 


The immutability of the Famous Old 
Batticfield. 

One of the most striking features of 
a visit to the battletield of Waterloo 
today is the immutability of the entire 
scene In which one of the greatest bat- 
tles of history took place. Notwith- 
standing the many years that have 
passed since the memorable day of 
June 18, 1815, the entire scene of the 
battle remains practically unchanged 
and untouched, and the very buildings 
around which the tide of battle surged 
the flercest, snve for the necessary res 
torations of the damage they sustain- 
ed in the conflict, remain exactly as 
they were, nor has any encroachment 
of building or progress marred the his- 
toric feld. 

The battlefield of Waterloo is an 
open, undulating stretch of good farm- 
ing land. On the day of the battle the 
greater part of it was covered with 
crops of rye, wheat, barley and oats, 
and the same crops are still grown 
there each season. The ficid ts inter- 
sected by two highroads branching at 
Mont St. Jean, the one on the right 
leading to Nivelles, while that on the 
left, which lay in the center of both 
armies, led south to Genappe, Char- 
lerot and Namur. Upon the crest of 
the ridge which formed the first of the 
allied positions a crossroad runs east 
and west. This road, on approaching 
the spot where the “I.jon of Waterloo” 
now stands, ran through a cut in the 
crest some twelve to fourteen feet 
deep, and it was this point that was 
known after the battle as the Hollow 
Noad. Some 500 yards to the south 
east of the “Lion” is the farm of La 
Haye Sainte, while about 900 yards 
to the southwest stands Hougoumont, 
the old chateau, farmhouse, outbulld- 
Ings, walled garden and orchard, which 
played such an important part in the 
fate of the day. These buildings are 
nearly 300 years old and were built 
with a view to thelr defense, as many 
old stono loopholes still to be found 
testify, — Robert Howanl Russell in
